When the eyewall of Hurricane 
Katrina hit New Orleans on Aug. 29, the 
Orellana family had already left their 
house, just six blocks away from the 
17th St. Canal that was about to wreak 
its own havoc on their neighborhood 
and home. Still, the Saturday before 
Katrina hit, they had no idea that when 
they did get to go home, home would 
be in northern Michigan. 

Lori Orellana, a licensed practical 
nurse, went to work Saturday, Aug. 27. 
knowing that her husband, Mauricio, 
had taken the children and headed for

Lafayette, where a son was in college 
and had an apartment. They had each 
packed a backpack of overnight things, 
intending to stay oul of New Orleans 
for a couple of days. or until the storm 
passed over. Lori went to work. 

She worked 12-hour shifts at a down- 
town hospital. The hospital employed 
two 24-hour teams, and Lori was on the 
night shift of the B team. Both sections 
of the B team knew that if the storm was 
bad. the A team’s regular schedule may

m Emergency management 
drill in northern counties 


With hurricanes and floods and the threat of ter- 
rorist attack, Homeland Security and the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency have been under 
scrutiny. Could they have done better with relief 
in the aftermath of Hurricane Katrina? Are they 
prepared for another natural disaster or attack on 
the country? In Emmet, Cheboygan and Charlevoix 
counties, the emergency management team wants 
to be sure that it is ready before disaster puts it to 
the test. ; 

The sun rose Saturday morning through a haze 
of heavy fog, barely illuminating a tour bus on its 
side on a steep embankment outside of Indian 
River. The white bus, with its Indian Summer Tours 
logo painted in red, was also bathed in a thick red 
wash of blood. Bodies were strewn in the long wet 
grass and surrounding thicket, and tossed. about 
inside the bus. Blood was everywhere, and victims 
suffered with gaping wounds, torn skin and cloth- 


ing, and tell-tale bruising. 

Fortunately, it was all moulage: trauma make- 
up to help create a realistic scene for disaster train- 
ing purposes. The bodies were those of volunteers, 
who arrived in the wee hours of the morning to 
have blood, bruises and torn skin applied, and who 
were assigned roles (some will be dead and dying, 
some will have complications such as asthma to 
further test the rescue process) and then staged in 
and outside the bus, awaiting the drill like a fog- 
covered dawn of the dead. 

It was Operation Indian Summer, planned by 
northern Michigan’s emergency preparedness team 
and its director, Jack Messer, since last December. 
Messer began by meeting with area emergency, ser- 
vices personnel, central dispatch and area hospi- 
tals to create a plan of action for any case involv- 
ing large,aumbers of victims. The goal was to cre- 
ate an organized response plan where multiple ser- 


vices are able to respond quickly and appropriately 


in a coordinated fashion. 
The Indian Summer exercise plan’s purpose was 
to “implement, observe and evaluate the Char- 


levoix-Cheboygan-Emmet Mass Casualty Plan in 
real time under realistic conditions,” Its objectives 
included the demonstration of effective communi- 
cations, the implementation of medical command 
at the scene and the implementation of hospital 
emergency plans in response to a mass casualty 
incident. To facilitate this, the drill involved the 
hospitals as well as emergency medical services 
from all three counties, and fire and rescue from 
Tuscarora Township in Indian River. 

The scene was scripted: castnos acrass northem 
Michigan had been receiving anonymous telephone 
threats with apocalyptic overtones that there would 
be consequences if they did not shut down all gam- 
ing facilities. On Saturday, Sept. 17, a call was re- 
ceived at Victories that they had failed to “cease 
and desist,” and that they would be “sacrificed,” 
as a message to the world. 

Achartered tour bus, Indian Summer Tours (not 
a real tour company), carrying 47 people, includ- 
ing the tour guide and driver, was en route to

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Chemical plant clean-up 


A clean-up was started recently in Boyne City at 
the vacant property adjoining the mobile home park. 
The property, in recent years empty except for some 
concrete slabs, was once the location of a thriving 
chemical plant. 

Elaine Pelc of the Department of Environmental 
Quality, is an environmental quality analyst who 
played a role in determining the amounts and types 
of contaminants persistent in the site nearly a cen- 
tury after the plant closed down. Her research not 
only inchided taking soil and groundwater samples, 
but also a little historical sleuthing at the Boyne 
City Historical Museum. 

Using the results of her investigation, she put to- 
gether a scenario of earlier days in Boyne City. 

In the early 1900s, most of the major logging in 
the region was over, and only waste logs and small 
trees were left. Waste wood was cut up and made 
into charcoal by burning it at high temperatures in 
an oxygen-free environment. Furnaces for that pur- 
pose, called retort ovens, would be loaded with 
wood and sealed against oxygen and that wood 
would be essentially baked, rather than burned, and 
would become charcoal. 

The charcoal would then be removed from the 
retorts, cooled outside and the resulting charcoal 
would be used-in an iron ore foundry for pig iron 
where the Landings is now. 

Iron ore was brought in from the Upper Penin- 
sula and was layered with charcoal in blast furnaces 
which were on the dirt floor of the foundry. Chan- 
nels were dug into the dirt, and when the blast fur- 
nace had been fired and the layered charcoal had 
reduced the iron ore to a Itquid, the doors of the 
furnace were opened and the molten iron spilled 
into the waiting channels in the floor. 

Wher the iron cooled. it was broken into pieces 
with sledge hammers. and taken out of the chan- 
nels, whose shape created rounded pig-shaped 
chunks of iron — hence pig iron — which was then 
shipped to steel mills in various parts of the state 
and country. 

At some point in the charcoal-making process, 
people began to realize that they could trap the va- 
pors coming off the baking wood and, distilling 
them with cold water. could create certain chemi- 
cals, such as acetone, which they converted to lime 
acetate. and methanol (or wood alcohol) which 
could be used as fuel or a cleaning agent. 

Making charcoal created something called wood 
lar, or creosote, some of which was reused as fuel, 
and stored in cedar wood tar holding tanks (in some 
areas, the wood tar was disposed of directly into 
the ground, but this was not the case in the Boyne 
City plant). The chemical-making process also cre- 
ated waste products, and both processes had what

Pelc described as general operational wastes, including 
(possibly) an occasional chemical spill. 

Looking at old aerial photographs and Sanborn fire 
insurance maps, Pelc was able to accurately determine 
where many of the structures of the operation were, in- 
cluding the wood lot, the cedar holding tanks, the still 
house (for distilling chemicals) and the retort ovens. 

“Contaminants are in the soil and groundwater at the 
site of the still house,” Pelc said, citing benzene, tolu- 
ene, trimethylbenzenes and, primarily, phenols. “They 
are persistent — don’t break down readily.” 

The United States Environmental Protection Agency 
and the Michigan Department of Environmental Qual- 
ity have criteria for certain contaminants, Pelc explained, 
developed for the protection of drinking and surface wa- 
ter. While no one is drinking water from the contami- 
nated site, the drive of the project is to discontinue the 
impact on Lake Charlevoix from the migration of 
groundwater into the lake. 

Based on a DEQ investigation over several years, the 
area was determined to have a high contaminant level. 
With the water table close to the surface at 5 feet, the 
soil has been found to be contaminated to a depth of 15 
feet. This means that the area must be de-watered and 
then the affected soil removed to an appropriate land- 
fill. 

This is being accomplished by the emplacement of 
steel sheeting walls driven into the ground around the 
site, creating a “bathtub,” Pelc said, which prevents 
groundwater from migrating either into or out of the 
clean-up area. White, interconnected pipes are used to 
pump water out of the ground and into blue carbon-filled 
tanks that purify the water. 

The cleaned water is discharged into Lake Charlevoix 
using a temporary de-watering line run along the north 
side of the boat launch property. With the water removed 
from it, the soil is dryer and more easily removable. 

According to Pelc, the soil is not considered hazard- 
ous waste, but solid waste, and will be put in a Type 2 
landfill, which are lined to keep leachate from the 
groundwater. The groundwater in the area is closely 
monitored, and the leachate that occurs in a Type 2 land- 
fill is treated. 

The clean-up’s projected completion is the end of 
October. Because the contamination is sub-surface, there 
is some potential for unexpected discoveries, but unless 
that occurs, the project is on track to be completed on 
schedule. At that time, the site will be back-filled with 
clean fill, and the de-watering system and sheeting will 
be removed. 

Monitoring wells will be placed at the site upon 
completion of the cleanup, and the DEQ will continuc 
to monitor the groundwater and collect soil samples for 
approximately two years, after which the wells will be 
removed.

So what happened that caused me to come crashing 
out of the routine of fresh, good, healthy food? What 
possessed (possessed seems an apt word) me to get 
completely hooked on Cheese-Its and Mary Janes; had 
me justifying a Burger King shake; or pretending (and 
fooling whom?) that there’s no difference between but- 
tered popcorn and air-popped? 

Who’s in charge here? 

Tam an addict. 

I may never get over jt. I may have to live with the 
fact of cravings. There is nothing as addictive as a 
Cheese-It, and possibly nothing less satisfying in fact 
than in theory. 

When I am in binge mode, there is almost no stop- 
ping me, but when it passes, the regret is instanta- 
neous — I don’t have to wait to come down from 
some high — the bumpy descent is immediate. It 
comes with a sense of hopelessness, and it lasts.

There is nothing that 
comes naturally to me about dieting. What comes natu- 
rally is an impulse to overeat and to indulge myself 
without thinking it through. 

The truth is, though, when I contradict my nature 
and eat smaller portions of wholesome foods; when I 
indulge myself carefully — selecting what will really 
satisfy, even if itisn’t “diet food,” — it feels natural.

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be interrupted, so they anticipated that they 
might be working some irregular hours. But no 
one coild have expected that B would not be 
relieved until Sept. 6, and by that time, Lori 
had no home to go to. 

In the intervening days, the hospital staff 
continued to work, often without the emergency 
power that kept elevators and air conditioning 
running. The nurses had to be resourceful in 
keeping up patient care, and just maintaining 
temperatures in the torturous heat following the 
storm was a challenge. Lori told of bundling a 
patient in ice packs, and fanning him, but the 
ice was made of water that was no longer safe, 
so the nurses had to be creative in keeping pa- 
tients cool but also ensuring that they did not 
come in contact with contaminants. 

Patients who had to be moved from floor to 
floor were transported up and down stairwells 
on sheets in the absence of elevators. Lori said 
that it wasn’t long before the dress code “went 
right out the window,” with nursing staff bor- 
rowing from the hospital Jaundry in an attempt 
to maintain cleanliness. By Sunday night, even 
before the eyewall devastated the area, Lori was 
feeling nauseated as she worked. It was mo- 
tion sickness: the building was moving with 
the force of the storm. 

The two sections of the B team were able to 
keep rotating shifts, and the hospital had an at- 
tached hotel where the off-shift hospital staff 
could sleep. The two buildings had a shared, 
three-story atrium, which the staff was warned 

"to stay out of, as it was cracking from the wind. 
The water rose to the feet of a statue of the 
hospital’s founder, and came no further — he 
wasn’t letting it come any closer, Lori said. 

Inside the hotel, the toilets were not work- 
ing, and the water coming from the 
showerheads was brown. But before too many 
working days had passed, nurses were shower- 
ing in the dirty water, and hauling buckets of 
water from the hotel’s pool to flush the toilets, 
making do with what they had. 

Rescued patients were flown by helicopter

onto a dry overpass, where the hospital had 


waiting ambulances, fire trucks and Bloodmo- 
biles pressed into service as additional ambu- 
lances, transporting people through the flooded 
streets to the hospital. 

When air conditioning was restored, the hu- 
midity kept it from. working properly, and the 
hospital became intolerably cold. Now patients 
were bundled under extra blankets, and Lori 
told of having to keep blood bags warm to pre- 
vent them from clotting. A plan was in place to 
evacuate the -patients if the water had contin- 
ued to rise, but the hospital was never flooded. 

During all this time, Lori was unable to con- 
tact her family in Lafayette, but was able to 
contact her cousin, Jim Barber, in East Jordan. 
And what he was telling her was making her 
certain that she and Mauricio and the children 
would not be going home. Jim and his wife 
Marilyn encouraged Lori to come to Michigan. 

Her family, in the meantime, was safely in 
Lafayette, but pasted to the news. Still, even 
seeing the news, they expected to return home. 
It was Wednesday before Mauricio was able to 
get through to Lori at the hospital. 

“Loni said, ‘I don’t think we can go back.’ It hit 
me in the face at that point,” Mauricio said. “You 
don’t turn to the kids and tell them at this point.” 

Relieved from duty at !] a.m. on Tuesday, 
Sept. 6, Lori got on a shuttle bus and was taken 
to a satellite clinic in Baton Rouge, where 
Mauricio met her. 

They quickly made the difficult — and only 
viable — decision to move the family to Michi- 
gan. 

“When we finally got together, it felt like we 
were conspiring against the kids,” Mauricio 
said. With two sons in college (Andrew stayed 
in Lafayette where he was enrolled in college; 
Matthew was going to schoo! in New Orleans), 
and Elise a senior, it was hard to move the chil- 
dren from their home and friends. But it was 
their only chance to get back on their feet. So 
with one backpack apiece, the Orellana family 
accepted the Barber’s offer, and the gift of air- 
line tickets from another relative, and flew to 


Detroit where they were met and moved to East 
Jordan, though Mauricio felt that they had 
dropped a bomb on their children, ripping them 
“from that little bit of sanity we had found in 
Lafayette.” . 

East Jordan welcomed the family with open 
arms. North Central Michigan College in Pe- 
toskey provided Matthew with a scholarship 
and he began classes immediately. The other 
children, Elise, Christopher and Erin began 
school in East Jordan and were making friends 
right away, their parents said. 

“Tf East Jordan public schools had been in 
New Orleans, that is where they would have 
gone,” Lori said. For Lori, the move is a strange 
realization of a dream. Having been here four 
years ago, she had wanted to move to Michi- 
gan. The rest of her family resisted the idea, 
but circumstances conspired against them. 

“The exercise you and the boys will get shov- 
elling snow will be so good for you,” Lori 
teased her husband. 

The family was quickly outfitted with clothes 
and shoes, school supplies and necessities, and 
they are currently living in a comfortable fifth 
wheel at Jim and Marilyn Barber’s home. But 
housing, vehicle and job offers were coming 
in, and one of the family’s biggest challenges 
is just not being overwhelmed with thankful- 
ness. Lori began to name people who had 
helped, but quickly gave up. 

“I would never be able to say the list of people 
who have been wonderful,” she said. “Every- 
body.” 

There is so much more to be done. At one 
point Lori put two photographs of her son, 
Andrew, on the table. 

“This is what we have left for pictures,” she 
said. “We're alive. I know my husband and 
children are safe, and I know where they are. 
The things don’t matter. You don’t have time 
fo think about the things you’ve lost — and 
when people ask you, you don’t go there. You 
can’t think about it. 

“The good news is, we didn't need a moving

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Republicans introduce legislation to stop trash 


House Republicans are taking action to stop 
Canadian trash from entering Michigan once 
and for all, state Reps. Tom Casperson, Kevin 
Elsenheimer and Darwin Booher announced 
earlier at a news conference in Sault Ste. Marie. 

The lawmakers were at Lake Superior State 
University as part of a statewide announcement 
of a three-bill package that will ban the trash 
from entering Michigan. The package hinges 
on approval of bipartisan federal legislation 
soon to be taken up in Washington, D.C. 

“Foreign trash coming into Michigan has 
become a great concern for residents during the 
last handful of years as more and more is 
trucked over our roads and through our com- 
munities,” said Casperson, REscanaba. “This 
is acomplex issue, but one we must address to 
maintain the health and safety of the people of 
Michigan.” 

The legislation is centered on approval of a 
U.S. Rep. Mike Rogers bill expected to be ap- 
proved by Congress in the coming weeks. 
Rogers has been working since 2001 on fed- 
eral legislation that will allow states to enact 
laws addressing foreign trash flow. 

A USS. Supreme Court decision in 1992 said 
states don't have the right to prohibit trash from 


crossing their borders without authorization 
from Congress. 

Elsenheimer said the progress Rogers’ mea- 
sure has made so far is the closest the states 
have ever come to having a say in the issue. 

“Michigan lawmakers have attempted to stop 
Canadian trash from coming into the state be- 
fore, but because it’s a federal commerce and 
trade issue have never been able to present a 
real solution,” said Elsenheimer, R-Bellaire. 
“Last session's Legislature enacted a law that 
Stipulated out-of-state trash had to meet the 
same standards as set for in-state trash, which 
didn’t totally stop the flow but even the gover- 
nor said it was the best that could be done un- 
der the current federal rules. 

“Now those rules may change and Michigan 
will be ready to act on them with this legisia- 
tion in place.” 

Earlier this year, state House Democrats an- 
nounced legislation to impose a $200 million 
tax on trash. Democrats claimed the measure 
would discourage Canadians from shipping trash 
to Michigan, however, the overwhe|ming ma- 
jority of the tax would hit Michigan residents 
and businesses because of contracts Canadian 
trash haulers have with Michigan landfills. 


The House Republican legislation will: 

* Ban foreign municipal waste from landfills 
or incinerators located within the state; 

* Take effect upon passage of federal, legis- 
lation allowing the regulation of foreign waste: 

* Go into effect 90 days after the effective 
date or 90 days after the passage of federal leg- 
isJation allowing the regulation, which ever is 
later. and 

* Charge violators with a felony punishable 
by up to two years in prison and/or a $5,000 
fine per offense. 

The state House legislation is expected to be 
introduced this week. It is anticipated it will 
be referred to the House Natural Resources, 
Great Lakes, Land Use and Environment Com- 
mittee. 

“Our plan is the right way to address the Ca- 
nadian trash issue once and for all.” said 
Booher. R-Evart. “Firstly. it doesn’t cost 
Michigan residents an added tax that wouldn't 
affect those across the border any way. and sec- 
ondly, it actually stops the trash from coming 
in to Michigan and posing a risk to safety and 
filling up our landfills.”

tories on its third and final day of casino stops. The bus 
exited I-75 at Indian River and was westbound on M-68 
near Burt Lake when a bomb planted in the luggage ex- 
ploded directly beneath the driver. The bus left the road, 
and rolled down an embankment, killing the driver, tour 
guide and several others. A passing motorist reported the 
event to 9-1-1 via a cell phone. 

At approximately 8 a.m., the Tuscarora Township was 
dispatched to the scene and the drill was underway. 

Each facet of the drill was observed and evaluated by 
medical service directors and Messer, whose role was to 
discover the weak areas in the plan or in training, to enable 
services to provide extra training as needed, and to make 
sure different services are receiving compatible training. 

Messer anticipated mistakes and weaknesses, but em- 
phasized that the drill was for training purposes, and that 
the exercise would ultimately strengthen the area’s emer- 
gency preparedness. 

In all, 13 ambulances from as far as East Jordan and 
Boyne City responded to the emergency drill. EMTs and 
first responders from the participating services entered 
the scene without prior knowledge of the script, and had 
to perform duties according to the evidence they encoun- 
tered, performing triage, treating immediate life threats, 
bundling and collecting patients at a central location for 
the most efficient transport. 

-, The fire chief always assumes incident command, and 
- the first ambulance on scene assumes medical command 
- pf the event. The incident commander must oversee the 
~entire operation, and assign people to different positions: 
- someone to man the “staging area,” or direct emergency 
“vehicle traffic to ensure that there is no bottle-necking 
-and that ambulances can leave as quickly and safely as 
- possible. Someone else to establish and prepare a patient 
collection area; another to oversee triage. 
* Each of the areas was observed and evaluated. 
~ Some training needs were observable quickly, and 
-Messer, watching, often said, “This is good. This is good,” 
-as he noted those needs. 
. “So far this has all been textbook,” he said, adding that 
the exercise was for many the first time some of their 
textbook knowledge was put to the test. ‘“They’ve never 
done it. This is good. 
| “It’s my job to create the problems,” Messer said. 
“Theirs is to solve them.” 

Evaluator Jon Deming, director of EMS in Otsego County, 
said that he was very pleased with the way it all came to- 
gether with the emergency medical services, and evaluator 
Sally Galbraith, director of EMS in Mio, agreed. She said 
she felt that triage, bundling and patient care went very well. 

True to his promise of creating problems, Messer re- 
leased “bystanders” into the scene, and these volunteers 
distracted the rescue efforts by demanding to be allowed 
to see “family members” or to be tole what was going on. 

There were other, unplanned complications. One vol- 
unteer victim became a real patient when he developed 
chest pains; a hospital emergency radio network was 
down, so calls were made by cell phone, and were impos- 
sible to monitor or evaluate; the heavy fog made it diffi- 
cult for emergency vehicles to locate the incident. 

While some victims “died” in the wait for transport, Messer 
and others agreed that that is a real life risk as well. The 
victims had a chance to talk about the experience afterwards, 
and some said they felt they should have gotten more treat- 
ment, more quickly, and their characters might have survived. 

“We had more victims than we had hands,” Messer said. 
“Some people don’t make it. These are the real life issues 
that first responders deal with.” 

John Bell, an assistant emergency management plan- 
ner, said he learned in the Marines that plans that “‘a battle 
plan never survives contact with the enemy.” No one can 
plan to the finite detail, Messer said, and that is why the 
plan must be tested with this type of exercise. 

“The exercise went extremely well,” he said. “The turn- 
out, the effort, the volunteers — it went very, very well. 

“The mass casualty plan needs work, but that was the 
purpose of the drill. The communications part didn’t work 
—— that’s the pivotal part of the plan, so now we've got to 
solve that,” he added. 

Messer was also pleased that the area hospitals took 
the opportunity to work on their own mass casualty plans. 
Charlevoix Area Hospital had six doctors come on Satur- 
day to drill, as well as the nursing and other hospital staff.
